The Writs of @Quo Warrnanto Agalnst the
Raoallrond Companies — The Attormey=
Genernl and the Govermor om the Coal
Difficulty —An Effect of the Late Riotons
Procecdings ln the Scranton Reglon—
The Progress of Arbitration—Summary
of the Trade for the Werok.

The Attoriey General of the state, who on last
Saturday, oy the oroer of lis Excollency Governor
Gewry, made apollestion in the Supreme Court for
wilts of warvanfo sgaluat all the large conl rall-
road corporatious of the State, has by so dolng losa.
gurated 8 long term of judicial proceediogs which
wiil give something to do te the courts, the compi.
pies, and, lagt but not least, Lo the Attorney-(ienc-
ral, for—it might slmost be sald—ages o come,
Wha' the value of this move may be canuolns yes
b seen, but 1L 1s very easy Lo sco A reason for it on
the ground of expediency. Batthis expedigocy has,
howsever, polthing whatever to do with the question
of a settiement of the conl difficnlties,

The fact of tne matter was, as it s generally nn-
derstood, though not expressed, thial the ontrageons
gtale of affalrs in the upper conl reglon—wnlch waere
outragevus, notwithstanding all the smoothing over
and sothering up of the facts by the miners and
those who favor them—compelicd the Governor to
take some active messares for the matntnanoce of
order. A uweglect of this npon his part wonld imme<
diately set aguinst him a large number of his remain-
g friends who are in favor of the side of lnw and
order. But apy soch aclive messures sgailnst tho
lawives miners could be coustrued on the part of the
miiners a8 u crugade against the whole ciass which
the Governor, with great sacrifces to himself, had
been endeavoring to concilinte at Harrlsbharg. A
sacrifice of their good will and  esteem, even
will the galn  of the good opinkm of
the waortnier Aud more numeroas ¢iuss, coald not be
thoipeht of, fur miners have votes, Votes, according
o he Governor's plans, will soon be very desirabia
to that personnge, and every vote upon s walning
side s precious. To obtain advice as to how to
8 raddle hoth horns of the dlemma, the Governor
gOvs to the Attoruey-Gencoral, and the Attorney-
General, llke & good physiclan, recommends a
method of treatment whivh would act Re s soporific
npon the minerd, whose troublesome and mach.
fenred powers wre ever on the alert, and at the yame
tie, withont his Kkpowledge, would work as a toale
upon the Guvernor's weak verves, It s regom-
nended that a8 show of impartial Judicial chas-
tisement be made right and jeft; thay the
military and the terrora of the law Dbe
luvoked to put down disorder on the one hand, and
on the other w wri' of guo warranto, With the tercors
which should sccompnuy I8 be shaken fo the face of
the grest companics, *“Not that the great com-
panics fear the writ at all,” the Attorney-General
might remark, *oor yet that it will do the least
particle of good, but then, you know, the miners
don't Kuow whint s writ of quo wearranto 18, and will
gnppoke that is all right, and that we are giving the

The ot of Nuunting the writs before the rallroad
compnu'ce 18 avout equivalent te the threat ol the
Bandl boy who, when hig adversary has reached she
poternal mansien, frot the salely distant windows
of which he pokes his head with lingers at nose
In delance, elis the fortiged party o coms ot and
gt o “licking” which caunct be administered on
pecount of Lhe existing circumstances preventing,
To o1l auch ehallenges the eandidate for the honors
of defeat replies ouly wilh the uplifted tinger, and
decdp 8 Lo ¢ome out, The ralroad compaules are
siicly In postrion behind a bulwark of law and
righty, which, hy the declsion both of legisiative
cotntnittee sud Sapreme Court, they have not traons-
pressed. The Attorney-General and the Governor,
seall boys though In great men's clothing, are
chelierging the colupanies Lo transgress, or to
come out, so that they can be *licked,” which the
companies, not degiripg to be Heked, desline todo,

The rmove 18 in accordance with the regalar politi-
oal principle of couellintion on both sides when aR
oMce 18 oestred, and it will take but a very stuort-
sighted person to see the motive that actuated (t.
rut that it will do no good in the present dndenlty
i8 conceded on all sldes. The raliroad compeaies
and legul anthorities say and belleve that no decl-
#op of auy Kind on the question ean be reached by
the courts under eightecn months, and even the
miners express thelr  bellef that & 18wt
expected miuch sonper, But it must be remembered
that a decision rendored at that early day will bs 1n
favor ol the companies, because it I8 the eariies.
time that it can get throogh the machioery of the
court, 1 the sult leans unfavorably to the compa-
nies it wili be fought by the compaiiies to the death,
sud unumnkered vears will be consamed o 108 8olus
tioni. The best thing tha' conld be done wonld ba
when the Governor sapposes that his miniog felends
are suthclently (.'(ll.ll.'ill-s{:'d, to withdraw the suft and
let the whole matter drop. By this means moch
expense wonld bhe gaved w the Commounwealih and
the comprules, the mopey being of vastly more
value in otlier ways, and the Attoroey-Gaueral and
Goyerpor wonld be free to epgage In causes more
peedful of thelr atteutlon,

A roticeable effect of the late rlotons demonstra-
tlons 1o the Scranton reglon has been to change con-
Eidderghly the tone of the New York press towarls
the miners. Heretofore a frieud of the operators or
ratirogo com ppules conld not be fonud winong those
whohuve cheyge of, and express thelr oplolons
through, the New York papers. The New Yorkera
haq he en the sullerers by thelr great raiiroad corpo-
rations, and when the tolls were raised and prices
went ap the ory was great against them, The miner
wis everywhere held up as the victim, not the ag-
yrassor, through the iguorance of those who male
ihe outery. Dut the Tecent proveedlugs have
opened their eyes to see what Klnd of moen they have
to deal with 10 the miniug reglous, and Dow the
current of opinfon {8 the other way. They now say
thut the miners have been ln the wrong, but even
1his expression of cplnlon shows Lhat they have not
1he feeling vpainst the miners that (s jusdy fels
here, They have not yet been as long tried vy the
tricks of the miners as we have, and, besides, they
have had all along to deal with thes Luzerne rogioy,
which 18 as different from our Schuylkill region g
fts jphaiitapnts and thelr wanner of dolng things as
Black from white,

The srbitration movement, or the English system
of boards of arbitration and an nmplire, 18 now golng
bravely on aong tae miners, but with what resuic
reu siue o be seen. The Goneral Council of the
W. B. A. have, after much deliberation and dissus

Frauds in the Vestry Eleotion ~The Oake
to bhe Tnken Before the Supreme Conrt.

Another stage in the ecolealastical bout as St
Clement's 16 abont belug reached, and an impsrtant
one, since the unplessant controversy, hitherto oon-
fned 1o the partinl privacy of the vestry, now will
be carried into the broad publicity of the Supremse
Court, there to be vlewed in all 1t& lghta and
shaden; 0 be wrangied on; to be delved Into b
cunning Inwyern after the anfmus of the quarrel,
ana then to be decided by the great jundiclal minds
of the bench, leaving the parishfoners in the same
coudition of mingled doudt snd  diss sti8faction that
they now experies noe.

The recent election 10T vestrymen was g0 clogs as
to decide ueither for nor agalust the recior, Rev.
Dr, Batterson. The old vesiry, who had called the
rector to un scoount for his High Charch proelivi-
tien, were elected by g0 small & number of yotes
over the opposition a8 to convince the public that
they did not receive a declded approval fer the
courre they puarsued, and that ipstead—as one
would have supposed before the election—of the
rector belog generally denounced hy his parishlon-
ers, A very inrge portion of them were In fall aad
hearty sympathy with nim.

Some time this atternoon, and (I not this afternoon
then on Monday, the defeated candidutes will apply
to the supreme Oonrt for the Issalog of writs of guo
warranto, compolling the present vestry to show
cause why the return of votes of the Eanter elsotion
should not be mmended. The resuit of that election
wan 10 votes for the old vestry to 17 for the new,
But the tellers refused to recalve Alx votes, the two
offered by the rector and his assistaot, Rev. Mr.
Stewart one by a lady “becanse her husband was
not with her!™” and the remaining three by persons
who favored the course of the rector, On the other
hena the tellers are alleged to have accepted four
votes, nocounted by the opposition (llegal, If, there.
for= npon the hearing betore the Court, the (lLiegality
of the lour »e proven and the legality of the six re-
jreted he established, then the rector will have a
clear ma jarity of elght in his favor and the old vestry
will retire.  Thus the matter stands. The writs will
be made retaroable on the 1st of June, and the hear-
ing witl be of the decpest Interest,

tlons gaving such as have been distinotly set forth;
and that the power to sélect a site was merely inoi-
dental to the execution of that maln purpose.

They are advised and so submit to the Court that

prior to the death of the testator, and therefore vold
